OBJECT OF THE LECTURE. 

In presenting this lecture before the pub- 
lic, I do it in no spirit of self-justification. In 
atrial of sixty-one days I made my defense 
to the world, and ) have no need or desire to 
rehearse it, nor do I appear for self-giorifica- 
tion. On the contrary, I dislike notoriety, and 
Wave my solitude and obscurity unwillingly. 
Neither is it an itching for notoriety or fame. 
My object is merely to present a simple nar- 
rative of events as they occurred. I stand 
here through the force of that which has 
obliged many other men to do things quite as 

ecuniary necessity, for the sup- 
ply of wbich po more available chaphél 
sented itself. So you will take it kind] 
trust, and the ground we will have to go iS 
together will cuarantee sufficient interes# to 
repay your kind attention in this, my first 
Jecture. 

1 will speak of my introduction to J. 
Wilkes Booth, his pian, its failure, our final 
Separation, my trip from Richmond and 
thence to Canada, then my orders to Elmyra, 
avd what was done tbere. | 

WHERE HE WAS AT THE TIME. 

The first intimation [ bad of Mr. Lincoln's 
death, | was mostly engaged in sending infer 
mation regarding the movements of the 

Tcited States army stationed in Wazhington 
ana elsewhere, and carrying dis- 
paiches to the Confederate boats on the 
Potomac. We had a regular established line 
from Washington to the Potomac, and I 
yelng the only unmarried manonthe route, 

d most of the bard riding to do. 
{Laugbter.} I devised various ways to carry 
the dispatches. Sometimes in the heel of 
my boots; sometimes behind the planks of 
the buggy. l confess that never in my life 
did I come across a more stupid set of detec- 
tives than tbose generally employed by the 
United States Government. They seemed to 
have no idea whatever how to search a man. 

THE REMOVAL TO WASHINGTON, 

In 1864, my family left Maryland and moved 
to Wasbington, where I took a stijl more ac- 
tive part in the stirring @veuts of that period. 
It was a fascinating life to me. It seemed as 
if I could not do too much or run too great 
@ rick. 

HIS INTRODUCTION TO BOOTH, 
{ In the fall of 1864, 1 was introdueed to 
John Wilkes Booth, whol was given to un-

geemed to be very quiet with regard to his 
purposes. 

BOOTH’S PROPOSITION. 

Finally he said: You know, as weil as I, 
the efforts that have been made to bring about 
that much desired exchange of prisoners, 
Aside from the general] suffering they are com- 
pelled to undergo, we are sadly in waat of 
them as soldiers. We cannot spare one man, 
whereas the United States Government is 
willing to let their owz soldiers remain in our 
prisons, because she has no need of the men. 

PLAN FOR THE ABDUCTION, 

i have a proposition to submit to you, which 
I think, if we can carry out, wi)l bring about 
the desired exchange. There was a long and 
ominous silence, which 1 at last was compel- 
led to break, by asking: 

‘Well, sir, what is your propos ition?! 

‘WALLS HAVE EARS.’ 

He ea? quiet for an instant, and then, before 
answering, he arose and looked under the bed, 
into the wardrobe, in the doorway and the 

mssoge, and then seid: 

“We will have to be careful; walis 
ears.” 

He then drew his chair close to me, and, 
in a whisper, said: “It is to kidnap President 
» Lincoln and carry him off to Richmond!”’ 

“KIDNAP PRESIDENT LINCOLN!”’ 
Iscaid. I confess that I stood aghast at the 
proposition ,and looked upon it as a foolhardy 
undertaking. To think of successfully seiz- 
ing Mr. Linco!n m the capital of the United 
States, surrounded by thousands of his sol- 
diers, and carrying bim off to Richmond, 
looked to me like a foolish idea. I told him 
as much, 

HOW IT WAS TO BE DONE. 

He went on to tell with what facility he 
could be seized in various places in and about 
Washington, as, for example, in his various 
rides to and from the Soldier’s Home—his 
summer residence. He entered into the 
minute details of the proposed cap- 
tur@é, and even the various parts to be per- 
formed by the actors in the performance. 

I was smazed, thunderstruck and, in fact, 
al might also say, frightened at the uuparalici- 

ed audacity of this scheme, 

After two days’ reflecting I told him I was 
willing to try it. I believed it practicable at 
That time, though I now regard it as a fool- 

hardy undertaking. 

I HIS OWN DEFENSE. 

I hope you will not blame me for going thus 
far for I honestly thought an exchange of pris- 
oners could be brought about could we have 
once obtained possession of Mr. Lincoln’s 
person. And now reverse the cast. Where 
js there a young man in the North with one 
ppark of patriotiem in his heart who would 

ot have, with enthusiastic ardor, joined in 
any undertaking for the capture of Jefferson 
Davis and bringing him to Washington? There 
$s not one who would not have done so, and 
50 I wae led on by asincere desire to assist 
the South in gaining her independence. I 
had no hesitation in taking part in anything 
honorable that might tend towards the ac- 
complishment of that object. [Tremendous 
applause. | 

THE IDEA OF ASSASSINATION.

Lincoln I never heard spoken of by any of

Every one expressed the same opinion. We 
all arose and commenced putting our hats on. 
Booth perceived, probably, that he had gone 
too far, and arked pardon, saying that he had 
drank too much champaigne. After some diffi- 
culty everything was. amicably arranged, and 
we separated at five o’clock in the morning. 

EVERYTHING IN READINESS. 

Days, weeks and months passed by without 
an opportunity presenting itself for us to at- 
tempt the capture. We seldom saw one an- 
other, owing to the mapy rumors afloat that 
a conspiracy of some kind was being con- 
cocted in Washington. We had all arrange- 
ments perfected from Washington for the pur- 
pose. Boasts were in readiness to convey us 
across the river. 

NARROW ESCAPE OF MR. LINCOLN. 

One day we received information that the 
President would visit the Seventh-street Hos- 
pital for the purpose of being present at an 
entertainment to be given for the benefit of 
wounded soldiers. The report only reached 
us about three-quarters of an hour before the 
time appointed, but so perfect was our com- 
munication that we were instantly in 
our saddles, on the way to the 
hospital; this was between one and two 
o’cloek in the evening. It was our intention 
to seize the carriege, which was drawn bya 
splendid pair of horses, and to have one of 
our men mount the box and drive direct for 
Sonthern Maryland, via Benning’s bridge. 
We felt confident that all the cay alry in the 
city conld never overhaul us, as we were all 
mounted om swilt horses, besides having a 
thorough knowledge of the country, it being 
determined to abandon the carriage after 
passing the city limits. Upon the sudden- 
ness of the blow and the celerity of our 
novements we depended for success. By the 
time the alarm could bave been given, and 
horses saddled, we would have been on our 
way through Southern Maryland towards the 
Potomac river. To our great disappointment, 
however, the President was not there, but one 
of the Government officers. Mr. Chase, if I 
mistake not. We did not disturb him, as we 
wanted a bigger chase (laughter) than he 
could have afforded us. It was certainly a 
bitter disappointment, but yet; I think a most 
fortunate one for us. It was our last attempt. 

THE PLOT ABANDONED. 

We, soon after this, became convinced that 
we could not remain much longer undiscov- 
ered,and that we mustabandon our enterprise. 
Accordingly a separation finally took place, 
ard I never after saw any of the party except 
one and that was when I was on my way 
from Richmend to Canada on business of quite 
a different nature, about which 1 will speak 
presently. Such is the story of our abduc- 
tion plot. The last time i saw any of the par. 
ty I went toa hotel and stopped over that 
night. Asa detective had been to my house 
ingniring of the servant my whereabouts, in 
the early train next morning, Tuesday, April 
4, 1865, I left for New York, and that was the 
last time I ever was in Washington till 
brougut there by the United States Govern- 
ment, a captive in irons, all reports to the 
contrary notwithstauding. 

HIS WHEREABOUTS ON THE L5TH OF APRIL. 

The United States, as you will remember, 
tried to. prove my presence in Washington on 
the 15th of April, the day on which Mr. Lin- 
coln met his death. On arriving in New York 
I called at Booth’s house and was told by the 
servant that he had left that morning, sudden- 
ig, on the ground of going to Boston to ful- 
fill an engagement at the theater. In the 
evering of the same day, I took the cars tor 
Mootrcal, arriving there the nextday. Iput 
up at the St. Lawrence Hotel, registering my- 
self as John Harrisov, such being my two fist 
names. 
PLOT FOR THE RELEASE OF THE ELMYRA 
PRISONERS. 

Then he details his trip made once to Elmy- 
ra, N. Y., to make a sketch of the Confederate 
prisons there, and to perfect a plot formed 
in Canada to release the prisoners. The next 
day after his arrival at Elmyra be heard of the 
aséassination, and just as he was about to 
start for Washington, but he reconsidered his 
trip and went straight back to Canada, where 
he was secreted till he went to Europe. 

DID NOT DESERT HIS MOTHER. 

He repels the charge that he deseried his 
mother, aud says that his Washington friends 
advised him that she was in no danger, but 
does not mention that she knew auything of 
the abduction plot. He says that the witness 
Weichman, on whose testimony Mrs. Surratt 
was hung, was in the abductien plot, and, 
while a clerk in the War Department, fur- 
nished Suiratt with a knowledge of Federal 
troops, which the latter conveyed to Rich 
mond,

THE TROOPS IN GEORGIA. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 7.—Advices re- 
ccived from Georgia to-day say that the State 
is dotted all over with Federal troops under 
the pretense of securing a fair election on the 
Zist of this month and the enforcement of 
the Congressional election law. All the de- 
niale made from Washington that no addi- 
tional troops have beeh sent to that State, go 
for nought. All that were temporarily taken 
out of the State have been returned or well 
reinforced, 

THE GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC, 
at least certain officers of it, do not appear to 
think that General Pleasanton, of New York, 
ought te be made Commissionerof Internal 
Revenue, and have, therefore, protested to 
the President against his appointment. It is 
pretty wellsettled that Deputy Douglass wil) 
be nomivated, 
SAN DOMINGO. 

The members of the House have very gen- 
crally tulked over the President’s renewal of 
the San Domingo annexation scheme, and in 
a majority of instances the feeling is against 
it. One Representative member from Penn- 
syivania says that if it is foreed onthe Hoyse 
he shall be obliged to denounce it asa job, 
avd furnish a few facts to sustain bis asser- 
tion. 

> THE TARIFF QUESTION. 

There does not seem to be any disposition 
to tamper with the tariff by the Ways and 
Means Committee, though several proposed 
modifications have been referred to it. To- 
daya bill to reduce the duty on tea, coffee 
and sugar fifteen per cent., on Beasemer steel 
twenty per cent. and pig iron $2 50 per ton 
was referred. 

FINANCIAL LEGISLATION, 

Senators and members both agree that there 
caunol be apy very important financial legis- 
lation this winter. ‘the Ways and Means 
have noder consideration the propriety of re- 
porting a bill to authorize the issue of three 
hundred millions of 5 per cent. bonds to fund 
the public debt. 

The Banking ard Currency Committee, at 
their meeting to-day, looked over the Comp- 
troller of the Currency’s report, aad found 
that it did not recommend avy new or very 
important legislation regarding National 
Ba.ke. 

A bill to provide tor increased banking fa- 
cilities for the South and West was to-day re- 
ferred by the House to this committee, but 
there is no pressure for any such legislation. 

GENERAL AMNESTY. 

An effort will be made in the House to-mor- 
row to bring up the question of general am- 
nesty, and the Chairman of the Reconstruc- 
tion Committee intends to submit a bil to ex- 
cept two classes from Congression- 
al pardon, viz.: all officers of 
the army apd pavy and Senators 
and members of Congress, who left to join 
the rebellion. The Republican members gen- 
erally appear to be more disposed to vote for 
some euch measure than for one providing 
for universal ampesty. Some of them, how- 
ever, are in favor of the latter, and will be 
supported by the full Democratic strength. 
Only a partial measure, therefore, is likely to 
command the. required two-third yote to re- 
move the so-called political disabilities. Ino 
the Senate Mesers. Schurz and Kellogg intend 
to support the general amnesty. 

TUE FRANKING PRIVILEGE. 

The House Postal Committee, at its meet- 
ing to-day, agreed to report an amendment to 
the billto reorganize the Postoflice Depart- 
ment (which measure occupied most of the 
time of the House to-day), proviaing for the 
abolition ofthe franking privilege and the 
substitution of special stamps foreach of the 
Departmepts for transmitting official matver 
free. Ail such matter thus stamped is to be 
charged by the Posteffice Department to the 
Department issuing the same, and such charge 
is to be defrayed by the appropriations made 
by Congress for the incidental expenses. An 
amountis tobe allowed each Senator and 
member to pay for stamps. It is maintained 
that such legislation as this will avoid all the 
abuses of the franking privilege, especially 
the iraud practiced under it.

POSTOFFICE ESTIMATE. 


The Postmaster Genera! has sent a letter to 
the House of Represen'a'ives asking for an 
appropriation of $25,436,698 for the service 
ending June 30, 1872. Receipts from postage 
ard standing appropria! ious for free mail ser- 
vice are estimated at $21,447,315, leaving to 
be appropriated out of the Treasury $3, 069, - 
383 to make receipts equal to estimated ex- 
perditures, and a further sum of $725,000 as a 
special appropriation for the steamsbip ser- 
vice. 

MEETING OF CONGRESS. 

The House Judiciary Committee, at the last 
eexsion, serced to report a bill to repeal the 
act of January 22, 1867, which provides that 
the 40th and each "suceeding Congress should 
meet at noon on the 4th of March immedi- 
ately after the adjournment of the preceding 
Congress.

The spirit of the people of the North has 

not been menaced by troops as the spirit ot 

the people of the South ‘has been. The 

troops at Newport barracks in this State 
and at the barracks in this eity have un- 

dertaken no invasion of popular rights. 

Both points are conspicuous. They are, 
in a manner, able to protect themselves 
against outrage. Their prominent position 

is in itself a safeguard. It 1s otherwise 
with isolated and obscure points away off 
in the interior, whither troops are dis- 
patched for a semi-partisan purpose, 

animated by ill-will when they arrive and 
officered by persons who consider them- 

selves in an enemy’s country and who 
usually act accordingly. This, it seems to 
us, is an answer to the question of the 
Commercial. 


The Law of Evidence. 

As the time is rapidly approaching when 
our Legislature will again meet, it is proper 
to consider some o/ the questions of greater 
moment which will hkely come before it. 
It is the opinion of intelligent lawyers 
that our laws of evidence, as they now ex- 
ist, ought to be revised and remedied. 
That Kentucky is far behind her sister 
States in the matter of the competency of 
witnesses is generally admitted. Our rules 
of exclusion in this regard are too re- 
stricted. In regard to the exclusion of 
parties tothe record as incompetent wit- 
nesses in civil actions, we still cling to the 
old common law. And the Roman law 
was the same. While most of the other 
States m the United States have moved up 
on a line with the spirit of the age and the 
requirements of a more advanced civiliza- 
tion, Kentucky still lags in the back. 
ground. Nearly all, it not all, the other 
State Legislatures have long since provided 
that no person shall be disqualified as a 
witness by reason of intérest in the event 
of a suit, whether asa party or otherwise. 
And why should not a party to the action 
be allowed to tell what he knows of a 
transaction which is the basis of the suit? 
Jurors are the very best judges of his cred- 
ibility; they know him to be an interested 
party, and can weigh his evidence accord- 
ingly. Let him be made a competent wit- 
ness under the law, and let the courts and 
juries take care of bis credibility. Were 
the laws of evidence so perfect in the days 
of Magna Charta, that no advance can be 
made in them? The circle which embraces 
the.competency of witnesses is widening 
everywhere save in Kentucky. Here it 1s 
standing still. She has not movedan isch 
fromthe narrow rules that prevailed cen- 
\urics ago. 

‘The rule, as it exists now, against the 
competency ol parties to suits testifying in 
their own behalf, is tounded solely in the 
consideration of interest. But onthe other 
band a plaintiff, for example, may 
call on the defendant to testify in the 
plaintifi’s behalf. As the plaintiff’s mouth 
is shut, it is often the case that the only 
evidence he bas to offer is in the contro] of 
the defendant, and he must put him on the 
stand, or take a non-suit. Now, where is 
the guaranty agaist the danger of talse- 
hood on the part of the defendant? He is 
certainly as much interested in the event 
of the suit as his adversary, and while. he 
cannot testify for himself, may testify 
against his adversary, which 1s about the 
same thing. But it may be objected that 
one party need not put the other on the 
stand. ‘True enough, but as it is oftentimes 
the only evidence he has, he is compelled 
to do so. One party may believe the other 
will speak truth, but when he comes to 
testify against himself the temptation to 
falsehood may be too great to resist. The 
law generally requires that the very best 
evidence a case_admits of shall be given. 
What better than to have either party tell 
his own tale, under the restrictions ot his 
oath and the rigid crosa-examination of 
his opponent's attorney? If there is better, 
let that be had too; let it all come before 
the jury to be weighed and counted for 
what it is worth. 

The rule of the common law goes still 
further than our own in not compelling 
parties to the record to give evidence for 
the opposite party. That is better. Our 
law goes too far in the first place in its 
exclusion, and makes matters even worse 
by not going still further. 

It is the opinion of the best jurists in the 
land that there should be no limit, or but 
little, to the competency ofevidence. Our 
limits-are tar too restricted and call tor 
remedy. A merchant, B, tor instance, 
sells C a bill of goods. No other person 
knows of the transaction, and there is no 
writing between them. In default of pay- 
ment suitis brought. The mouth of the 
merchant is closed, and on him is the bur- 
den of prooli. He cither has to hunt up 
and weave a chain of circumstantial evi- 
cerce (the most unreliable and unsatisfac- 
tory kind of evidence), or he must call on 
the detendant. If the latter chooses to testify 
the truth, all right; it not, B goes out of 
court, when, perhaps, one word from him 
as aman oi honor and integrity would 
have been enough for the jury. We know 
ofa case in point where a merchant sued 
and was beaten because he had to rely on 
the party sued, and that party deceived 
him by wearing to afaisehood. Our laws 
on this subject are as restricted and as tar 
behind the requiremenis of commerce as 
our usury laws. Both call for remedy. 

That the Legislature when,it mects will 
take action on the question of negro testi- 
is become so obvious that little 
more need be said on this branch of the 
subject. Even its most prejudiced oppo- 
1¢uts are at last getting their eyes open to 
the fact that th@ best interests of all 
c’asses and of both races demand it. White 
men are becoming disgusted with being 
dragged entirely across the State, lodged 
in ill-ventalated jails and left tor weeks 
away from home and friends, and after a 
long and terrible ordeal of getting witnesses 
present, turned over to the tender mercies 
of a U. 8. Court, and made to suffer the 
highest penalty for the most trivial of- 
fenses. Reform in this matter is but abso- 
lute justice to both races, and to longer 
withhold it will be an outrage upon the 
rights and interests of the people of this 
State.

So the grant of protection to the citizens 

of the North German Confederation in 
Paris “was tollowed by an extension ot 
American protection to citizens of Saxony, 
Hesse and Coburg Gotha, etc.” But two 
of these last named States and a great part 
of the third have been included in the 
North German Confederation ever since 
1866, and their governments were repre- 
sented in Paris by the Embassador of 
North Germany. It reads ‘about as well as 
if, in. case of a war between England and 
this country, a North German Minister in 
London should assume the protection, not 
only of the citizens ef the United States, 
but also that of the citizens of Kentucky 
and Obio. 
This portion of the message, when pe- 
rused in Europe, must give Europeans a 
vast idea of the geographical knowledge 
of our Administration.

hea:tog of the case gave the modus Operandi of 
one ofthe many games practiced By these artful 
dodgers, and are about as follows. 

In 869, Converse and one T. C. Kite 
(a citizen of this city) went to the office of Jonn 
©. Etrod, photographer, on Main street, and rep- 
resented that he (Converse) had in the Adams 
Express office twelve fine gold watches, which 
had cost Converse $1,000; that $525 of this 
amount had been paid on the purchase money, 
and that there was then due on the two boxes 
contamming the watches, $475 C. O.D. Elrod, 
who was acquainted with Kite, but did not 
know Converse, at first besitatedto advance the 
additional $475, which they urged him to do. 
They left Elrod, and after an hour or so returned 
egain, and resumed their importunities. The 
security offered was that E:rod = should 
retain six of the watches, which they represented 
to be worth as least $500, until the amovnt they 
wished bim to advance ($475) shou'd be refun ied. 
In add tion Converse offered t6 deposit with Mr. 
Elred a note, which he (C.) helo} against one 
Geo, Goodwin, of Rando.pb street, Chicago. 
Toereupon Elrod agreed to advance the money, 
but first requiring both Converse and Kite to in- 
dorsee the note. After this be went with the 
parties to the Express office and paid tbe balauce 
due on the boxes, taking one of the boxes, said 
to contain six watches,and the note and depos- 
iting them Ip a safe place till Converse should re- 
turn and refund the money, which he premised 
to do by acertain day. This, however, he neg- 
lected to do, and continued in default unti! El- 
rod, becoming suspicious, began to iavestigate 
matters. He wrote to Goodwin, who, he had 
been assured, was good for a'most any amount,a 
banker, in fact, but received no response. He then 
went to Chicago, hunted Randoiph street, bat 
found that Goodwin was not known tin tha! lo- 
cailty. Mr. Elrod then set about to bring Con- 
verse to taw. and, in two or three months after 
the transaction above related, -téec ede i In hav- 
ing bim arrested in Milwaukee, where be lived. 
He was broughi ‘to this city and placed in jail 
under the charge of obtaining money by false 
pretenses—the watches turning out to be a gen- 
ulue species cf pinchbeck. Converse gave ball 
in the :um of $600 for bis appearance at the next 
term of the Jefferson Cireul: Court, and r.turned 
home to Milwaukee. He has been in ati'endance 
for two previous terms of the Circuit Court, but 
bis ial Was postponed until! the 7th inst., when 
he promptiy returned and “put himselfupon tbe 
country’’ on his plea of “not guilty.”’ 

He was-arly defended by tov. Bramlette, of 
this cliy, who took the grouaod for his client 
that, in eo far as Goodwin's note was concerned, 
Elied reiled exclusively on Kite’s tad orsemeat 
of the same, abd that eonsequenwy no pretense 
of Converse bad deceived Eliod in that behalf. 
After the able speech of Col. Phil. Lee, the jury 
retired and soon retun ¢<d into court a vercict of 
guilty, fixing his term of imprisonment in the 
peniteaouviary for three years. 

The defendant 1s said to be very respectably 
cennected in Milwaukee. His brother was pres- 
ent throughout the tmal, and both manifested 
wmuech feeling when the verd.c! was readered. 
We ‘earn Mr. Converse will move for a sstting 
aside of the verdict acd a new trial this morning.

The regular ancual meeting of the Women’s 
Chri-tisn A-sociation was held in the Chestnut- 
street Presbyterian Church, Monday, December 
Sib, at T¥eo'clock p. m. 

ibe meeting was called to order by J. Smith 
Spred, upon whose motion J. K. Gooloe was 
unapimously chosen chairman of the meeting, 
which was opened with prayer by Rev. Wm. 
Pratt. On motion, A.G. Booth was elected secre- 
tary of the meeting.

FOREIGN N NAMES. 
A Chicago Editor or Indignapt—Prevail- 
ing Mispronunciation. 
{From the Cbhtcago Tribune.| 

We should brobabiy be not a little surprised 
to fird, on taking up a Chinese, Bengalese, or 
Portuguese map, that the foreign map-mMaker 
had persisted in designating the United States 
of America as Columbia, or Virginia, or Nieuw 
Nedterlandtsa, or Knickerbocker, or Verezza- 
LO, Or some other such name, because, in the 
fifteenth or sixteenth century, some early pav- 
igator had given us that cognomen. And yet 
the entire system on which our own maps of 
other patiops are constructed must present an 
equally absurd anomaly to the peopie of those 
Lations, 

Europe and America, for instance, engage 
periodically in ciscuselug the interests of the 
Turkish Empire. But there is no Turkey or 
Turtish Empire in cxistence, so far as the 

0ple who inhabit it areaware. The term 
‘Cherokee Nation,’’ would apply to the 
United States nearly as well as the term 
‘“furkey”’ applies to Osmanli Vilaieti (pro- 
nounced Oe-man’-lee Ve-la-yet’-ee) or the Os- 
man Empire, sometimes corrupted into the 
Ottoman Empire. The Ottoman aad Turco- 
man races are not identical, and there seems 
po other reason tLan habit, inherited from 
other ancestors, why the Osman Empire 
sLould be known as Turkey throughout 
Western Europe. Its ehiet city we style 
Constantinople, after a mediaval castom, 
thetgh its inhabitants know it as Stamboul. 

Adjoining Turkey, we apply the Latin term 
Austria to the empire of Ocgterreich—pro- 
nounced, nearly, os'fer-rike. If we should 
call the empire of Francis Joseph something 
between an oyster-rake and ‘‘you strike,’ 
we should not have hit it exactly, but we 
should have come much nearer than we do, 
Its capital is a word of one syllable, which we 
should pronounce Veen. We invent a new 
word of tlree syllables, Vi-en-ra. The Ger- 
mans exercise the same usurpation over the 
kw pire of France, which they designate Frank- 
reich, equivalent to Frank-kingdom. Right 
adjoir ing Austria is Deutschland (pronounced 
Doiteh- lant), to which we, without the least 

sanction, apply a name Germany, which ‘we 
<* elit from the Latin Germania, though, 
having lost its Latin pron unciation, it is real- 
ly, as pronounced by Englishmen, a new- 
coined word which never belonged to any 
race or country. The French recognize the: 
present evemies by a name which is neither 
Deutsch nor Latip, viz: Alle ‘magne, or de- 
scendents of the ancient Allemani. Spaini : 
to us a word of one syllable, while, in erg 
bas three, while, on the contrary, we 0 a 
three syllables (Switzerland) of Schweiz or 
Swiss. We take the Deutech name Sweden 
fer Sverige. pronounced Swa’aree’ka. We

Admiral Porter on General Grant 
and General Butler. 


The Letter That Did the Business for 
Perter. — 


A PRETTY MESS. 


(From the Washington Patriot.) 

The letter which a red in the Patriot of 
Saturday last with the signature of oe 
Porter, and all the internal marks of his 
peculiar style, excited, as was anticipates. 
much comment and commotion iu Adminis- 
tration circles. So great was the demand for 
it that a large extra edition of our paper was 
soon exhausted. It is now given out that the 
Admiral “has no recollection” of having writ- 
ten this letter, because its declarations are in- 
consistent with his feelings, and further, be- 
cause he can find no copy of any such corre- 
spondence among bis papers. This indirect 
mode of breaking the force of an inconvenient 
revelation is not precisely what might be ex- 
pected from the frankness of asailor, He 
either wrote or did not writs the letter. It is 
either a fact or a forgery, There is no tuter- 
n ediate ground possibie. 

THE ADMIRAL’S LETTER. 


Now, the country gives Gen. Grant the credit 
of inaugurating the expedition, when, on both 

occasions, he permitted It to go improperly 
provided, Inu the first place, it had neither head 
nor tail as far as the army ‘was concerned. In 
the second place, he (Grant) sent too few men, 
when he ought to bave calculated that the 
rebels woujd have more strongly defended the 
works, alter seeing what a barrow escape 
they had. Nothing but the most desperate 
fighting and a determmation to win on the 
part of the army gave us the victory. The 
galiant band of sailors who feariessiy went 
into the works amidet a shower of canister and 
bullets drew the evemies attention away from 
the assault on the land side, acd enabled the 
troops to obtain a secnre footing. I don’t say 
this to detract from the gallantry of the sol- 
diers, for never did men fight harderor more 
handsomely than did our troops that day. 
Now that the most imporiant fort on the 
coast bas be en gained, as ‘usual you will hear 
but little of what tne navy did, and no doubt 
efforts will be made again to show that the 
work was not ‘‘substantially injured asa de- 
fensive work ’’ ‘To General Grant, who is al- 
ways willing to take the credit when any- 
thing is done, and cqually ready to lay the 
blame of the faulureon the navy; when a fail- 
ure takes place, I teel under no obligations 
jor receiving and allowing a report to be 
spread from his headquarters that there 
were three days when the navy might 
have opeiated and did not. He knows 
a8 much about itas he did when he wrote to 
me, saying, ‘ the only way in which the place 
could be takev was by running the ships past 
the batteries,’’ showing evidently that he 
had not studied tbe hy Sregnpny of Cape Fear 
river, and did not know the virtue there was 
in our wooden walls when they went in for a 
fairstand-up fight. Any fort in rebeldom can 
be taken if we can only get in reach of it. 
I have served with the Lieutenant General 
before, where | never worked so bard in my 
jifeto make a man succeed as I did for him. 
You will scarcely notice in his reports that 
the pavy did him any eery.c*, when, without 
the help it has given bim ali wie way through, 
he never would have been Lieutenant Geseral. 
He wants megnanimity, like most officers of 
the army, and is so avaricious as regards fame 
that he will not. if he- can help it, do justice to 
our department. When the rebels write the 
history of this war, then, and only then, will 
_ country be made to feel what the pavy has 
gone, 

I donot feel at all kindly toward Gen Grant 
for the indifference he displayed in tuis mat- 
ter until he found bis own reputation at stake; 
then he was giad to throw the elephant over- 
board that had weighed him dowua heavily. 
He could not help but know tt Gen. Butler 
was going in cotomand of this expedition. 
The anatter was constantly discussed with 
him; be knew that he had placed himself and 
all bis numerous staff on board the flagship 
Ben de Ford, and everybody spoke of him as 
commander of the troops. 

In a conversation wi'h General Grant, 
I expressly told bim that I wanted nothing to 


‘do with Gen. Butler, and he promised me faith- 


fully that he should not nave any connection 
with the expedition. Two months I waited, 

the fleet ready to sail at an hour’s notice, aud 
I acquiesced in the General’s decision that he 
could not spare troops for fear of endanger- 
ing the defenses in his front. I said: “Then 

the expedition will never go until Butler has 
a finger in the pie;’’ and sure evough, when 
Bu'ler said go, we went. The fear of weaken- 


-/Dg the defenses disappeared on Butler’s pre- 


sentipg bis plan for blowing the foris down, 

ard an army wae shipped go quick (unprepared) 
on the transporte that they almost sailed in the 
midst of a heavy gale. (General Grant knew 


| that I did not carea fig for the powder boat, 


though I was very willicg to try it as an ex- 
periment, but not disposed to trust it alto- 
gether. ‘I think it most unhandsome in bim 
to listen for a moment to the idle talk of 
Butler's staff, and his timid, calculating en- 
gineer, Comstock, who wanted some excuse 
for not doing their duty. The Lientenant 
General and I were together eightetn months 
before Vicksburg—never had to wait for me, 

nor did auy of his generals (but I have had to 
wait for them), and be should nave supposed 
from tle past and my anxiety to go to work 
that I had not become apy slower in my 
movements than i was on the Mississippi, 

His course proves to me that be weuld sacri- 
fice bis best friend ratber than let any odium 
full on Lieutenant General Grant. He will 
take to himself all the credit of this move tow 
that it is successful, when be deserves all the 
blame for the tirst failure to take the place. 

All this is now saddled on General Butler, and 
history will tell p of General Grant's 
share in it : 

HOW<4T WAS PUBLIEHED 

The explanation of the appearanc se Of this 
letter at the present time is quite simple. It 
oveiflows with grateful expressions towards 
ex-Secretary Welis, who had contributed the 
whole power ot his department to make the 
naval operation against Fort Fisher which 
Admiral Porter commanded a success, and * 
who thus, in one sense, created the fame 
which gave him.such prominence in the navy 
and before the counffy. e had reason for 
the ebuudance of his gratitude, and no proper 
man wili condemn it, bowever much the taste 
of reflecting upon the army and its officers 
may be deprecated. 

At the last sessiou’ of Congress a committee 
was raised to inquire into the cause of the de- 
cline of Our commerce, and incidentally into 
the state of the navy. Admiral Porter was 
an important witness, and his whole testi- 
mony, from first to last, not only exhibits the 
fecbleness o! the navy, but, by jne clearest 
implication, strives to fix the responsibility 
for 11 upon the Administration, charging that 
five hucdred willions of dollars bad beea ex- 
pended and squandered, for which there was 
1othing to show. 

Mr. Welles could not well remain silsnt un- 
der these harsh imputatious, and, as o¢ is no 
loi ger in public hfe, he probabiy thought that 
the most efiective mode of ——— Admi- 
ral Porter’s charges would be by puolishing 
Admiral Porter's corres pond nee, and ailow-

‘The publication of Admiral Porter’ 8 ke ‘tter 
oked his goose. ‘The pretense that itis 
a jorgery is abawdoned, aud the Admiral now 
saye be Cappot understand why he wrote it. Its 
inexplicability is the reasou why at first he 
eould not remember it. He almost pleads a 
temporary dementia. He thinks it myst have 
been done while be was much annoyed by the 
failure of the attack on Fort Fisher. But it 
was thought that be took it out at the time 
on Butler. In point of fact, it was written 
after Fisher was taken. The worst part of it 
is that Grant has told him the letter has made 
him lose his faith in human nature. Porter 
says be does not write to try to exonerate 
bimself; but that he would rather be the writ- 
er of the letter than its publisher. We rather 
think not; and yet we know of no justifica- 
tion for this publication of that 
which, on its face, bears evidence of 
being a private letter. Porter has been 
loosely pitching into Ex- Secretary Welles, 
but thatis no justification for publishing a 
privateletter. Adthough Welles’ administra- 
tion was disastrous to the country, it is sup- 
posed that he was honest and well-meaning; 
but the publication of this ietter is not the 
work of an honorable man. Porter has had his 
swing at Washington, and, after lording it in 
the havy Department to bis content, was 
appointed Admiral by Grant, to succeed 
Farragut. He is just as competent now 
as be ore the publication of this letter; but it 
is supposed that Grant will not send his nom- 
ination to the Senate, The ravk of Admiral 
is unnecessary aud should be abolished. And 
that of Vice Admiral should expire as s00n as 
wacant.. Porter is not entitled to the rank of 
&dmural, and, altbou&h this is a mean way of 
preventing him, the result may be good to ihe 
ecuntry and the navy. 
PORTER DON T WANT TO BE AN ADMIRAL, 
AND ADMITS HE WROTE THAT LETTER, 


[Washington Cor. Boston Post.) 

The publication of the private letter ad- 
dressed to the Secretary of the Navy, Welles, 
by Admiral Porter, in 1865, has excited a great 
deal of comment and discussion here during

THE ADMIRAL’S APOLOGY TO THE PRESIDENT, 

{Special to the New York Press. } 

Admiral Porter has sent to President Grant 
the following letter in regard to the criticisms 
of the latter in his letter recently printed. 
Gen, Grant is said to have remarked, on read- 
ing the Admiral’s letter to Sceretary Welles, 
that it made Lim lose his faithin human na- 
ture: 

Wasainerton, Dec. 3, 1870, 

MR. PRESIDENT: My first impulse on read- 
ing the letter published in the New York 
World was to go to you at once and pro- 
rotince it a fabrication, for as such I consider 
it; but, as it purported to have been written 
eix years ago, and published by a person 
who once held a prominent  posi- 
tion under the Goverpmen [ deter- 
mined to ascertain fully if I bad ever inditea 
such a letter before addressing you on the sub- 
ject. Neither myself nor my secretary, who 
bas served with me eight years, could recall 
to our recollection any circumstance of the 

kind. I could net conceive that { had uttered 
sentiments I know I never feit, and which are 
so at variance with those that I have uni- 
formly expressed toward you. The letter, it 
appears, Was a private one; and vindictive 
must bave Leen the heart of the man that 
could be guilty of so grave a breach o&gonfi- 
deuce, and depraved indeed must be the char- 
acter who, to gratify his mischievous instincts, 
could muke public a confidential letter, writ- 
ten, perhaps, under great excitement, and at 
this distant day not even remembered, It 
eeems like a poor return for your uniform 
confidence avd kindness to me, and I am too 
glad that 1 remember nothing connected with 
the letter. 

At about the date of the letter I had passed 
through a long eud fatiguing contest with 
Fort Fister, and my numervus ficet was al- 
most overpowered by the elements. I saw 
the coveted prize within my grasp and then 
slip irom me. For another month I had to 
baitie with the storms of winter, anchored on 
an open coasi, with the responsibility of that 
large fleet on my bands, and my mind and 
body harassed by extiaordinary fatiguee. The 
whole nation wus lovuking on excited, dread- 
ing a defeat that might prolong a contest that 
was already sepping its vitals, You and oth- 
ers kvuow whati had to undergo bodily and 
mentally. 1 presume it was while un- 
der this excitement that I wrote the 
letter which, you sry, bas made you 
lose your faith in human nature. I have no 
recoilection of it any more than I would 
have of Othtr passing circumstances of six 
years ago. When several persons have at dif- 
ferent times informed me that a letter would 
be published in which I had abused General 
Grant, I treated the matter with inditference 
thinking it impossible that such a letter eoula 
exist. ido not write for the purpose of ex- 
onerating myself, for { would rather be the 
writer of the leticr than its publisher, ~The 
peace Of political parties and ofsociety would 
ve placed in great jeopardy if ali the private 
letiers written the last six years were pub- 
lished. Nothirg that I have said will attect 
your fair fame, und your many friends would 
be sadly wantiog in judgment if they were at 
all influenced by the silly exultatious of a few 
upecrupulous persons who, after all, are valy 
rejoicipg over the mest coutemptible breach 
of confidence 1 ever heard of. 

I regret exceedingly the loss of your friend- 
ehip, and do pot hesitate to disapprove the 
sentiments of which, 1 suppose, I must bear 
the odium. They appear in a letter of which 
I have no recajiection, They are so different 
from the sentiments I always express toward 
yourself and the gallant officers of our army, 
and so inconsistent with ail my antecedents, 
that I scarcely consider them entitled to a 
woment’s thought,

FRADULENT RETURNS. 


How they are Made and ‘‘ Adjusted’’ 
in Cincinnati—A Conniving of 
Goverument Officials and 
Rich Taxpayers with 
the Courts 


BROUGHT TO THE LIGHT. 


CINCINNATI, Dee. 7 —The newspapers are 
agitating somewhat the manaer in which 
cases Of fraudulent income returns have been 
adjusted here through the instrumentality of 
some Federal officers and the courts. I[t ap- 
pears the Revenue Department, convinced 
that 18 some cases false income returns have 
been made here, detailed J. Lockman, an 
Assisiant ssor, to correct them 

Numerous cases were found, and for the 
pur of adjusting them in a way to pro- 
duce the least agitation, and at the same time 
inthe estimation of the authorities to make 
the largest sum for the Government, under 
the authority issued by the Commissioner of 
Interval Revenue, euch persons were aliowed 
to appear in Court after the adjustment of the 
penalty by the Assessor of the Firat district, 
and confess judgment for the amount. Thus 
they avoided the publicity of trial and saved 
the costa,

ity was offered the delinquents to prove 
fe ig pet 1, and without prejudice to 
their r ow many such cases have 
been ad one during the summer and fall 
an inspection of dockets will alone reveal.
